London, July 24.—The British war office today reports new 


rad important advantages gainedby the British in their fight for 
Pozieres, the present point of their attack in the Somme region. 


Despite a stubborn German defense of thetown which has been 


turned into a strongly fortified post, a large portion of it is now in 
British hands. The place is considered of great tactical, import- 
ance as blocking an advance of the British lines toward Bapaume 
along the roads on both sides of Foureaux wood to the east. The 
heavy fighting of yesterday wa3 followed by comparative calm at 
night, but besides the successes at Pozieres, General Sir Douglas 
Haig reports gains of ground near High Wood and in the vicinity 
of Gnillmont, on the British left flank. The repulse of German 
counter attacks:between High Wood and Guillemont is reported. 


Paris announces the continuance of bad weather along the 


French front in the Somme region and a cessation for the time 
being ol active operations there. 


Special despatches from Petrograd emphasize the import- 


,nce of the Russian offensive in the Riga region, where at one point 
Reid Marshal Von Hindenberg's forces are reported to have been 
driven back twelve miles. 
Jhe Rusians are said now to be con- 


centrating their ground in this movement which extends along a 
thirty mile front.

to run riot as they have, resulting 
in tilt' destruction, not only of the 
innocent and helpless citizens of 
that country, but in the wholesale 
murder of American citizens. The 
Mexican chapter is one of such 
crime and outrage that we cannot 
es'-ape condemnation 'before the 
•'ar of the world for our part in 
th" same. 


It was none of our affairs how 


isfadion or pride. 
must. 
disgraceful 


Huerta was made president of the 
Mexican republic. At least 
he 


was the 
defacto 
government, 


chosen after, the forms of the con- 
stitution and invested with the 
capital and archives of that na- 
tion. If the president, for any 
reason decided not ta recognize 
Huerta it would have beea better 
to have recognized any one of the 
pretended heads of the state, even 
including the unspeakable Villa, 
than to have withheld recognition 
at all. Instead of following the 
obvious course of recognizing 
Huerta he chose to show a prefer- 
ence for Carranza and Villa, with 
all the attendant evils which have 
grown out of such conduct. What 
the internal condition of affairs in 
Mexico may be which resulted in 
the civil war, and deplorable as it 
may he, it is a matter of none of 
our concern. We could only in- 
terest ourselves in such matters 
when we had intervened and had 
taken possession, temporarily, of 
that government. 
Even in the 


course, which the administration 
pursued, it was neither consistent, 
open nor candid. It will not do 
to say, as was said by_this admin- 
istration, that Americans should 
leave Mexico if they desired peace 
and security. It has never been 
the policy 'of 
the Republican 


party* aye, it has never been the 
policy of the American govern- 
ment to leave its citizens unpro- 
tected, no matter where they 
might be. The policy of protect- 
ing Americans at home or abroad 
has been the undeviating policy 
from the time of the punishing of 
the Morrocan pirates down to the 
demand upon Rasuli.

the outcome of the Mexico matter 
may bo the part of this administra- 
tion has been one which will ever 
cause Americans sad reflections.

Lusitania Case 
Still Unsettled 


Not much better .has been the 


attitude of the administration with 
respect to the outrages committed 
upon defenseless Americans, upon 
the high ;seas growing out of the 
present struggle in Europe. Near- 
ly a year and a half has gone by 
s'incc the Lusitania with its pre- 


cargo of human lives, most 


of whom were noncombatant men, 
women and children, was destroy- 
ed upon the high seas, and the 
question is still a subject of diplo- 
matic correspondence. The weak- 
ness of the 
administration .at 


Washington, as exemplified by Mr. 
Bryan, was responsible in 
the 


main for the hesitation of the of- 
fending power to give satisfaction 
to the United States. The utter- 
ance of the president of the United 
States in his speech at Philadel- 
phia a few days following this act 
that we are "too proud to fight," 
was unquestioiia'ble-so construed 
by the offending government that 
it could take its own time and its 


in concluding this eon- 
_We ,j0 not know all 


that transpired with respect to 
this incident, but such as we do 
know it, does not 
reflect much 


credit upon the capacity of the 
administration to deal with ques- 
tions of this grave importance. 
That the nations o'f Europe have 
viewed this matter in the same 
light as we have, and have regard- 
ed us as timid and unequal to the 
occasion, may be cited the sink- 
ing of other vessels particularly 
in°another theatre of war—name- 
ly the Mediterranean sea, where 
the same practice was indulged, 
resulting in the same loss of lives 
to American citizens and other 
noneombatants under the same 
conditions. What does 
all this 


mean, if the world has not been 
impressed with the fact that the 
United States will not protect its 
citizens against injury and death, 
howsoever that 
injury may be 


perpetrated under 
the guise of 


lawful war necessity I The rights 
of neutrals have 
always 
been 


recognized with sacredness 
and 


the part conventions of the na- 
tioni at their meetings at The 
Hague have pronounced unquali- 
fiedly in favor of these neutral 
rights. . 
- . 


With respect to European af- 


fairs we have as a neutral nation 
certain rights which We. should 
have stood up for to the utmost. 
It has been said that we have not 
observed neutrality because 
we 


have sold munitions of war to the 
belligerent powers. 
One who 


makes such a statement is either 
ignorant of the meaning of neu- 
trality and -the 
interpretations 


which have been placed thereon 
for more than one hundred years 
past, or is so biased as to willfully 
misstate a fact. 
President Has 
Changed Mind 


Now the president has changed 


his mind again. First we were 
"too proud to fight;" next there 
was no occasion to be alarmed or 
excited, and the administration 
would not lend itself to a prepara- 
tion for war lest it might lead us 
into untimely conflict. Recently 
the president has gone up 
and 


down the country 
alarming the 


people 'by telling them of our un- 
proparedness and of the dangers 
thereof, predicting 
dire things 


which may grow out of the near 
future, but then the president has 
changed his mind many times dur- 
ing the 'brief tenure of his admin- 
istration.
